Siy Blacks Threatened With 
lynching Are Taken 
to Marietta 


REPORTED TONEY HOWELL 
“HAS CONFESSED ASSAULT 


Negro Preacher, Who Made 
Disparaging Remark About 
Woman Victim, Is Severely 
Lashed by Mob—Excitement 
at Fever Heat and More 
Trouble Feared.

Cumming, Ga. September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-While a squad of militiamen 
patrolled all roads leading to Cum- 
ming and the entire village was under 
strict military surveillance, six negro 
prisoners were taken from Forsyth 
county jail at nightfall, placed in au- 
tomobiles and rushed under protection 
of a detachment of troops to Marietta, 
where they will be held for sate- 
keeping. 

With the clearance of the street of 
‘all negroes and the issuance of orders 
for them remain in their homes 
until dawn tomorrow, excitement 
abated considerably tonight and evi- 
dence of an impending clash between 
the races was dispelled. 

A majority of the troops sent 
bv Governor Brown have returned to 
their posts at Gatnesville and Mari- 
etta. A strong detachment of bOth or- 
ganizations, however, remain and will 
not be removed until all trace of fur- 
ther trouble has disappeared. 

The prisoners rushed to Marietta 
were five suspects arrested for the as- 
sault of a well-known planters wife, 
around which centered the entire 
trouble of Saturday, and Grant Smith, 
the black minister who was horse- 
whipped by a mob of 300 infuriated 
white men for reflections he had cast 
upon the victim's character. A squad 
of twenty-five deputized citizens are 
assisting the militia in enforcing mili- 
tia restrictions. 

Future Trouble Feared. 

Future trouble is feared from an 
uprising of the hot-tempered white 
element. Throughout the Cum- 
ming has been a mecca for armed men, 
coming in every conceivable convey- 
ance from adjoining counties and the 
mountains above. Most of the new- 
comers remained over night and every 
precaution is being taken by the offi- 
cers in command of the troops to pre- 
vent a disturbance on Sunday. 

The victim of the assault was In a 
eritical condition at her home in Brick 
Creek district late Saturday after- 
noon. Her father came to Cumming 
early in the morning and it was his 
presence which added encouragement 
to the mob which attempted to lynch 
the negro prisoners Saturday morning. 
He was induced to return home early 
at night in order to prevent further 
trouble. 

Unti] daylight troops will patrol the 
roads entering Cumming and the 
streets of the village. Each suspicious 
conveyance ts challenged before it can 
enter the town and its occupants are 
ordered to account for themselves. By 
these means officials expect to frus- 
trate further attempts to produce 
trouble between whites and blacks.

VICE RESORTS 


Miss Virginia Brooks Succeeds 
in Crusade—Alleged Vice 
Kings Held. 


Chicago, September 7.—Every resort 
in West Hammond, for the first. time 
in years, was closed tonight as a re- 
sult of the fight of Miss Virginia 
Brooks against vice. 

Ten women, taken in custody by 
federal officers in a raid, were placed 
under bonds of $500 each today, and 
will be held as witnesses against Hen- 
ry Foss and Cornelius Moore, arrested 
in connection with the death of John 
Messmaker. 

The coroner, accompanied by Miss 
Brooks, visited West Hammond tonight 
and served a score of resort keepers 
and inmates with subpenas to appear 
as witnesses. 

Henry Foss and “Con’”’ Moore, alleged 
vice Kings of West Hammond, today 
were held to the grand jury as “white 
slave” traffickers by United States Com- 
missioner Foote. They were released 
on ball of $6,000 each. 

Meantime opponents of Miss Virginia 
Brooks, the reformer, and her band of 
crusaders prepared to fight the charges.

She believes 
those connected with the alleged “vice 
ring’’ are behind the death threats.

YOUNG TRAMMELL 
DROWNED IN POND 


Nephew of Railroad Commis- 
sioner Sinks While Swim-

years, nephew of Railroad Commis- 
gioner Paul Trammell, was drowned at 
Seyner’s, three miles from Marietta, at 
3 o'clock this afternoon.

Deward York, the largest of the 
boys with him, endeavored vainly to 
pull him out, and was drawn under 
and badly strangled. Finally Ralph 
Butler, who was a hundred yards away, 
was called, and got the boy out by 
diving for him.

RESCUE NEGROES 
Al CUMMING, Cl 


Six Blacks Threatened With 
Lynching Are Taken 
to Marietta 


REPORTED TONEY HOWELL 
HAS CONFESSED ASSAULT 


Negro Preacher, Who Miade 
Disparaging Remark About 
Woman Victim, Is Severely 
Lashed by Mob—Excitement 
at Fever Heat and More 
Trouble Feared. 


By Harvey Craig. 

Cumming, Ga. September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—While a squad of militiamen 
patrolled all roads leading to Cum- 
ming and the entire village was under 
strict military surveillance, six negro 
prisoners were taken from Forsyth 
county jail at nightfall, placed in au- 
tomobiles and rushed under protection 
of a detachment of troops to Marietta, 
where they will be held for satie- 
keeping. 

With the clearance of the street of 
all negroes and the issuance of orders 
them to remain in their homes 
dawn tomorrow, excitement 
considerably tonight and 
impending clash between 
dispelled. 
of the troops sent here 
bv Governor Brown have returned to 
their posts at Gainesville and Marl- 
etta. A strong detachment of both or- 
ganizations, however, remain and will 
not be removed until all trace of fur- 
ther trouble has dalsappeared. 

The prisoners rushed to Marietta 
were five suspects arrested for the as- 
sault of a well-known planters wife, 
around which centered the entire 
trouble of Saturday, and Grant Smith, 
the black minister who was horse- 
whipped by a mob of 300 infurtated 
white men for reflections he had cast 
upon the victim's character.

Chicago, September 7.—Every resort 

in West Hammond, for the first time 
In years, was closed tonight as a re- 
sult of the fight of Miss Virginia 
Brooks against vice. 
Ten women, taken in 
federal officers in a raid, were placed 
under bonds of $500 each today, and 
will be held as witnesses against Hen- 
ry Foss and Cornelius Moore, arrested 
In connection with the death of John 
Messmaker. 

The coroner, accompanied by Miss 
Brooks, visited West Hammond tonight 
and served a score of resort keepers 
and inmates with subpenas to appear 
as witnesses. 

Henry Foss and “Con" Moore, alleged 
vice kings of West Hammond, today 
were held to the grand jury as “white 
slave” traffickers by United States Com- 
missioner Foote. They were released 
on ball of $6,000 each. 

Meantime opponents of Miss Virginia 
Brooks, the reformer, and her band of 
crusaders prepared to fight the charges.

Beverly, Mass., September 7.—Al-

Under no 
circumstances, he has told his friends, 
would he do any unfriendly act against 
Mexico without consulting congress. 
Taft Hesitates to Cause War. 

Friends of the president realize that 
he would give the order to invade 
Mexico only with the greatest reluct- 
ance. Thev are aware that it already 
has been charged by senators that the 
president might send the army across 
the line, make himself a “war presi- 
dent” and rely upon that to- bring vic+ 
tory to himself and the republican 
party in November. 
that such a statement is utterly with- 
out foundation and declared to his ad- 
visers that it would be hard to con- 
ceive of a president who would use 
his office to throw his country into 
a war which experts have predicted 
could end in not less than two years; 
that would cost millions, that would 
mean the sacrifice of thousands of 
lives and ruin for years to come the 
basis of this nation’s friendship with 
the Central and North American re- 
Publics. 

More Treops for Border 

The president today authorized Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, chief of staff, U. 
S. A., to dispatch two more regiments 
of cavalry to the Texas border. The 
regiments will be sent from Fort 
Riley, Kansas, and Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyoming. So far as the president was 
informed, there wil] no immediate 
need for more troops in Texas, but 
conditions along that border have 
grown worse in the last few weeks. 
_ it is in the southern part of Mexico, 
however, that the president has 
le.cned of intolerable conditions af- 
fecting Americans. There the Madero 
government, according to the Wash- 
ington information. is utterly unable 
to cope with the revolutionists and 
there seems to be little prospect that 
the situation will improve. The presi- 
dent within the last few days has 
communicated a demand that President

Madero be more active in the protec- 
tion of Americans. He ig hopeful that 
this reminder, meant for the ears of 
the Mexican president, and for the 
Mexican foreign office as well, will be 
fruitfu] of results in both southern 
and northern Mexico. 

Very Dangerous for Americans. 

The situation south of the Mexican 
capital is regarded as particularly dan- 
gerous to Americans because the revo-

Roosevelt Objects to Wilson's 
Attitude to Trusts 


The Colonel Says That His 
Plan of a Commission to 
Regulate Trusts Is the Only 
Way—aAlleges Trusts Do 
Not Fear Governor Wilson. 


Helena, Mont., September 7.—Woo0d- 
row Wilson and the democratic party, 
Colonel Roosevelt told the people of 
Montana today, had nothing .to pro- 
pose for dealing effectively with the 
trust problem. Wall street was so well 
protected with the poligy of the ad- 
ministration, he gaid, that it was pray- 
ing, “Give us another dissolution.” 

Colonel Roosevelt added that Mr. 
Wilson’s proposal was to do exactly 
nothing by continuing’ In the same 
course the Taft administration had 
pursued. The proposal of the progres- 
sives, he said, was to put a stop to the 
continuance of the Taft-Wilson pro- 
gram of further legalization of monop- 
oly under the guise of a make-believe 
assault on monopoly. } 

Colonel Roosevelt made a «dozen 
speeches, most of them little talks to 
people who gathered at the settlements 
along the way. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in his address before 
the Montana progressive’ state con- 
vention, referred to the recent speech 
of Woodrow Wilson regarding .the 
proposal of the progressive party for 
an interstate industrial commission to 
regulate large corporations. 

Replies to Governor Wilson. 

“A couple of days ago,” he said, ‘Mr. 
Wilson, in a speech in New York, said 
that a body of men would not have 
the wisdom necessary to enable them 
to regulate the industrial process of 
the country. There is no more diffi- 
culty in regulating the Standard Oil 
or the Steel Corporation than in regu- 
lating a big railroad. We have actual- 
ly made the interstate commerce law 
work. We have found, by the test of 
actual work, that the way to control 
the railroads is by increasing the 
power of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, by regulating and controlling 
those railroads, and not by any de- 
velopment of the anti-trust law. 

“What I want to see done with our 
industrial concerns is to see an inter- 
state industrial commission and board 
which shall handle the Standard Oil, 
the steel trust, the tobacco trust and 
every big trust through administrative 
action, just as the interstate commerce 
commission handles the railroads, and 
with a power extended beyond that of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Mr. Wilson need not bother himself 
finding men to administer such a law. 
If he cannot find the men, 1 will. I 
will guarantee-to find men who will be 
able to understand and supervise and 
regulate the business of these great 
industrial corporations. 

‘Mr. Wilson’s proposal is to continue 


in exactly the same course that the 
Taft administration now is continuin.z,

SPORTS COATS AND 
FALL OUTING WRAPS 


New York, September 7, 1912.— 
Although we are by no means through 
with hot weather, the question of. coats 
and wraps is again risirig in the mental 
horizon of the. feminine world. Last 
spring, with the .fondness for semi- 
princess dresses, came the need for 
some kind of an extra garment for 
warmth, and so we began to see many 
Varieties of top-coat. Tihe sport coat, 
so-called, seemed to prove more than a 
shadow of coming events, for travelers 
reported them as appearing on railroad 
and steamship lines. Then the mid- 
Summer heat settled down upon us and 
the fervor of affection for top-coats 
waned. But evenings in 
sometimes. cool, and vacation days give 
opportunity for little trips to mountain 
resort or seashore, and so the coat is 
once more to the fore. The sports coat, 
in particular, is justifying its exist- 
ence. It is easy to don and quickly 
doffed, of an ample fullness, yet neatly 
belted in at the waist with a belt of its 
own material, so that it is both 
and smart. It is made of 
Woolly mixtur@s, of 
chinchilla, of the thick French cloth 
called Peau de Mouton, or sheepskin. 
which it undoubtedly resembles, and of 
the warm, shawl-like reversible cloth 
Of which many of the long coats worn 
last winter were made. As to its color, 
that is as varied as the taste of the 
wearers. Very smart are the black and 
white checked ones, the plaids or 
checks being fully a half-inch square. 
Red ones are much worn by young 
girls. : ; 

Most attractive are the young misses 
Seen at the seaside places wearing red 
Sports coat over their white dresses. 
White ones are, 
too, and are considered very chic, espe- 
Clally when worn with black 
Gray Ones, and those made of the large 
black and white check, are for travel- 
ers and for useful purposes generally. 
These look best with the dark taffeta 
Or foulard semi-princess dress which 
has practically superseded the shirt- 
waist and skirt of the formerly well- 
beloved coat suit. : 

A gown markedly suitable to wear 
under a shepherd’s plaid sports coat is 
illustrated in figure 1. This is a light- 
weight mixed suiting, of a kind which 
does not wrinkle easily and withstands 
the hardships of many outings. The 
pleated skirt is always a g00d model 
for a dress of this kind, because one 
can move about in it more freely than 
in the narrow sheaths in which we 
paraded last year. The blouse is very 
simple, but made smart by turned-back 
cuffs and the Robespierre collar with 
The objection to this col- 
lar, that it departs from the upright 
position after a short wearing, is over- 
come by the narrow black velvet straps 
across the front.

In figure 2 we have another service- 
able dress which the advent of the top- 
coat makes practical for outdoor wear. 
This is a black and white silk some- 
times familiarly known as “pepper and 
Salt.” A narrow black velvet border 
outlines the side-closing of blouse and 
skirt. Buttons, loops”’and girdle sup- 
plement the velvet as trimming fea- 
tures, and the whole costume is made 
dainty by the lace pierrot frills at. neck 
and sleeves. 

Nothing about either of these dresses 
will detract from the good looks of the 
Smartest coat. For sports coats will 
not be the only subject of interest in 
‘that line this fall. Reports from the 
buyers now abroad tell of many novel 
designs. Very long velvet coats, trim- 
med with otter, will put temptation in 
many a woman’s wax. - The straight, 
severe lines of last year’s models are a 
bit passe, and this winter pleated sec- 
tions and panels set in the back below 
the waistline give the coat somewhat 
the appearance of a costume. In some 
of the cloth coats the back panel is 
made of plush or velvet, the liking for 
the use of two materials, you see, hav- 
ing its influence on all articles of 
woman's wear. Occasionally the velvet 
is set in at the back or sides in box- 
pleats, which are trimmed with but- 
tons or with passementerte. A new 
coat recently imported was tight- 
fitting to the waistline, quite in man- 
nish fashion, and had the lower part 
set on in pleats from the waist down. 

Fur will be extremely popular for 
trimming coats, and dresses as well, 
this season. Skunk is frequently used, 
and is a good kind to choose, because 
it is as appropriate for heavy mate- 
rials as for the broadcloth and satin, 
of which many of the handsomer gar- 
ments are made. Bands of skunk or 
other fur outline the hems, as well as 
the collars and cuffs, and often even 
the high’ waistline of the fitted man- 
nish coat described above.

AS WAR ENGINE: 


Remarkable Exploits Perform- 
ed by Italian Birdmen in 
War With Turkey.

September 7.—At the Italian 
war office is a document destined to 
be historic. It is the first official re- 
port of the use of the aeroplane as an 
engine of war. The verdict is flatter- 
ing to the birdman and his mobile 
Plane as an effective aid to the corsp 
commander. 

It 1s; of course, true that the con- 
ditions have been Specially favorable;

no nation can afford to go te war with 
a marked inferiority in aerta} strength, 
The various flights accomplished by 
Captain Moizo, Captain Piazza and 
Lieutenant Gavotti, to Gharian and 
Tarhuna and back—140 miles over an 
enemy's country—stand out as the 
feats which make most appeal to the 
imagination. But the most remarka- 
ble features of the winter's work are 
the frequency and regularity of the 
ascents and the complete freedom 
from serious mishaps. 

There were. narrow escapes. On a 
number of occasions the aeroplanes 
were hit by rifle bullets: two airmen 
were wounded, 0.e seriously, but both 
were able to fly back to camp: ana on 
two other occasions a flight nearly 
ended in disaster owing to the stop- 
page of the motor. Each time a long 
volplane from a great helght brought 
the airman to the ground in safety 
within the Italian outpost lines. But 
luck was only the just reward the 
skill and certainty displayed. 

Strong winds blew in TripolHt with 
unusual persistence during the great- 
er part of last winter. Yet in six 
months Captain Moizo- made no fewer 
than eighty-two flights, Lieutenant 
Gavotti eighty, Lieutenant Roberti the 
Same number, and Captain Ptazza 
seventy, while many other airmen made 
numerous brilliant ascents. By means 
of these scouting expeditions the Ital- 
lan generals were regularly apprised 
of the enemy's movements and 
strength, the country between the 
coast and the mountains was carefully 
explored, and its main features ‘noted. 
This work was of the greatest assist- 
ance in determining the errors in exist- 
ing maps, and furnishing details for the 
new “carte dimonstrative’’ which have 
been compiled since the operation.

EDUCATING DESERVING GEORGIA GIRLS. 


Utilizing the doctrine of self-help to aid in the education of 
poor, but deserving, Georgia girls, the loan fund plan of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs is achieving in a small way 
one of the most substantial philanthropies in the state. In another 
column is told the story of how the student aid committee of the 
federation has progressed in its purposes during the past three 
years. The work is yet in its incipiency, and it is hoped at the 
convention next month of the federation to place it upon a basis 
not only approaching permanency, but one as well that will enable 
the general public to become partners in a splendid civic enterprise. 

In brief, the committee operates by securing contributions from 
various women's clubs throughout the state, merging them into a 
fund and lending the proceeds to such girls as show a disposition 
to educate themselves, but who are powerless from lack of means. 

The movement is patterned, very largely, upon the general 
outlines of the Joseph E. Brown loan fund of the University of 
Georgia. What that fund has accomplished, it is needless to elab- 
orate, beyond saying that it has been the means of educating many 
of the most prominent men in Georgia and other states. 

The organized women of Georgia, in this phase of their work, 
proceed upon the theory that. the best sort of assistance is that 
| which stimulates the energy and appeals to the self-respect of the 
recipient. . 

It is one thing to give a girl an education, outright, and quite 
another fo lend her the funds with which to attend school, and put 
her upon her honor to return the loan, with a nominal rate of in-| 
terest, when she becomes self-supporting. 

The latter plan commends itself at once to the man or the 
woman who has seen in his or her own personal experience the 
deadening effect of philanthropy that carries no spur with it.. 

As will be seen by reference to the local story, twenty-one 
Georgia girls have already enjoyed the benefits of the movement 
launched three years ago. 

The work has, however, been solely supported by voluntary 
contributions from the various clubs in the state. The field it 
offers is a tremendous one, and naturally offers play to the philan- 
thropic interests of Georgians in general, whether men or women. 
The men and women in this state who subscribe to the fund may 
de so with the consciousness that philanthropy really plays the 
smallest part in the ultimate effect of their action—they are in 
reality making future dividends for Georgia by increasing the 
number of Georgia girls capable of earning dividends.

“BURBANKING THE HUMAN RACE,” 


It is a trifle difficult to reconcile the recent address and inter- 
view of President David Starr Jordan, president of Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr., university, wich regard to “burbanking the human race’’t 
or introducing into the evolution of the human species a modified 
variety of eugenics. In I: s address, Dr. Jordan seemed to lean far 
toward giving the government, gradually, supervision over mar- 
riages, to the end of weeding out the unfit. In the subsequent 
interview, meant to qualify the address, he goes on to say that the 
offspring of such ideal marriages would, eventually, refuse to submit 


to dictation from the state, declaring that— 


If they would they would in time eliminate the most vital elements in 
human evolution, love and initiative. Love is the best basis for marriage, and 
love ig a very real and noble thing in spite of the baseness of its many imita- 
tions. The value of eugenic study Is tn the diffusion of sound ideas of life and 
parenthood. Government can do something by. refusing parenthood to those 
who cannot care for themselves because of feeble-mindedness, disease and vice, 
but legislation must be undertaken very cautiously, giving the individual the 
benefit of all doubt. 


President Jordan’s later ideas appear more in accord with the 
best thought of the day than those he first expressed. From the 
standpoint of theory, it is logical for states to Jay down certain 
regulations to which applicants must conform before they are 
licensed to embark upon matrimony. 

But in the long run, and as Dr. Jordan states, a time would 
come when the spontaneity which is the basis of a large percentage 
of happy marriages would disappear, and in its place would arise a 
stereotyped formula making an end of romance and surrounding 
one of the most important events in life with an atmosphere of cold 
artificiality. 7 

It is undoubtedly true that society will, some day, be given 
the right to intervene when the mating of couples appears, through 
disease or other causes, to be detrimental to the general welfare. 
But if eugenics, or the scientific improvement of humanity, is to 
achieve a real and lasting triumph, it is apparent that the end must 
be sought through education, rather than fiat legislation which, 
like all law which works against human instincts, is apt to be 
ignored outright or through subtertuge. 
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ANOTHER ANGLE ON “PISTOL-TOTING,”’ 


Commending an editorial in which The Constitution recently 
pointed out remedies whereby America might be redeemed from 
the unlovely distinction of being a “nation of murderers,” Henry R. 
Goetchius, of Columbus, Ga., discusses lawlessness and the pistol- 
toting evil from another angle. | 

“Have you ever thought,” asks Mr. Goetchius, “that it is the 
custom in this country, amd especially in the south, to put a toy 
gun or pistol in the hands of a boy baby before he can toddle? The 
moving picture shows, the toy shops, doting fathers and mothers 
and other agencies combine to train the young American in the 
use. of firearms.” 

Arguing from the standpoint of psychic suggestion, planted in 
the mind of the child at an early age, there is soundness in the 
theory of Mr. Goetchius. As a people we are, perhaps, too easy 
and promiscuous in allowing children to make the acquaintance of 
deadly weapons, or their counterparts, at tender years, unmindful 
of the impression which may later bear undesirable fruit. | 

Yet, this point conceded, it remains that while nearly every boy 
engages at some time in his youth in mimic warfare with toy gun 
and pistol, and imitation cannon, a negligible percentage of them 
become the “gunmen” who are menaces to society. The over- 


may be in the juvenile impulse and forget the blank cartridge 
weapon as they do marbles, tops and other playthings which are a 


part of childhood. | 

The real evil, as The Constitution has previously contended, 
lies deeper, we believe. Only in recent years has America been 
indicted before civilization as it mow is for lawlessness. And no 
one would argue that young America’s familiarity with firearms 
is a thing of yesterday only. It is probable then that we must look 
for the cause in that lax public sentiment which lets off the violator 
of the law against concealed weapons with a nominal fine, or 
which permits technicalities and the law’s delays to screen the 
criminal from that speedy trial which is to the best interest. of 
society. | 
We might, for instance, prohibit the toy gun or pistol to sus- 
ceptible youth, and still find our murder rate rising or stationary. 
But if we clapped the law down hard on all offenders, and cleared 
our courts of quibbles and lost motion, we should witness the quick 
solution of a problem which has attained national, and disgraceful, 
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whelming majority outgrow whatever of sinister Suggestion ;there |

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HE MAKES A TIDY INCOME 
WITH A “BUTTERFLY FARM” 


London, August .31.—For anybody 
who takes an interest in insects and 
is looking for a business that can be 
made to yield a tidy income, the tip 
seems to be, try “butterfly farming.” 
A good example of the possibilities of 
this nove] industry is furnished by 
aman in the town of Bexley, Kent, 
who etarted keeping butterflies in his 
backyard as a hobby a few years ago, 
and who now sells over 60,000 of them 
a year at profit of about $3,000. His 
name is Newman and the prices at 
which he sells his butterflies range 
from 2 cents to $50. Americans, he 
says, frequently are among his cus- 
tomers, 

Like Henri Fabre, the “Insects’ 
Homer,” of France, who recently was 
reported to be on the verge Of starva- 
tion, but who denies strenuously that 
he is in want, Newman has a little 
tract of land on the outskirts of his 
native town, partly rented and pertly 
his own, which he ‘devotes to his “pret- 
ty insects,” as Fabre would call them, 
breeding there every sort of British 
butterfly and moth, and selling as 
well quantities of these insects’ eggs, 
larvae and “pupae,” as the all-but- 
hatched bwtterflies are called. He 
looks. on $5,000 as the minimum figure 
for his sales in the year. 

Newman was found in the middle 
of his “harmas,” as Fabre calls his 
little property, at Serignan, gravely 
superintending the acoouchements of 
some hundreds of female butterflies 
who abode for this purpose in a se- 
ries of queer-looking glass cages, at 
the bottoms of which were grass and 
a pot or two of tlowers. The but- 
terfly “farmer,” ag he calls himself, 
began by describing his humble Start 
in the backyard of a house which 
he formerly occupied. 

“But I soon took up the business se- 
riously,” he said, “and have succeeded 
so well that I now own helf my land 
and my house, and in a&dition have got 
together perhaps the finest collection 
of British butterflies and moths that 
can be found. 

“The number Of people who collect 
these two kinds of inse¢cts now is sur- 
prising. My .customers range from 
schoolboys, who buy, the common kinds 
of butterflies chiefly, costing from 
4 cents to 12 cents apiece, to well- 
known collectors and different educa- 
tional authorities, who use them in 
their natural history classes, I rear 
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only British itnsects, and it is quite 
a common thing for an American or 
other foreign collector who wishes to 
get a complete set of the English spe- 
cies to come down to Bexley and take 
away severa] dozen moths or mounted 
butterflies, for which he may pay from 
$125 to $150.” 
Newman's “farm” is a queer-look- 
ing place. Nearly ali the land is cov- 
ered with bushes, undergrowth and 
saplings, and a few big trees. Prac- 
tically every young tree and bush is 
enveloped in huge bags Of gauze Or 
supports hanging zinc oages, while 
many of the clumps of trees afe en- 
tirely surrounded by wire netting as 
a protection from birds. On the leaves 
within these bags of gauze or the 
perforated cages of zino, ochryealides 
are hatching on the foliage, or cater- 
pillars of different varieties are feed- 
ing. Then there are the glass cages 


\}already mentioend. These are the first 


breeding places. 

*T put the females into these cages,” 
explained Newman, “and they lay their 
eggs there. The eggs hatch into cat- 
erpillarg on the trees. I keep them 
well and fat by changing them from 
one tree to another, perhaps ag often 
as four or five times a week. 

“They are transferred to other fol- 
jage when they change into chrysa - 
lides, and as soon as they hatch into 
full-blown butterflies or moths, we 
catch them and poison them in cyan- 
ide or chloroform, when begins the 
tricky and tedioug job of mounting 
them. 

“The changing of caterpillars from 
tres to tree takes a great deal of 
time, as you have to pull each one 
separately off the twigs, and they 
number tens of thousands. 

‘Tl have difficulty in engaging good 
helpers, but after a recent experiment 
I believe I shall solve the problem by 
employing girls. Theysgare more nim- 
ble with their hands than the man 
and more adaptable and dnergetic, 

“IT have reared every species o¢ Brit- 
ish moth or butterfly known to eci- 
ence, and there are nearly a thousand, 
However, I have only room for 260 
kinds in one year.” 

Insects, Newman says, are surpris- 
ingly local, and he has to send his men 
or 0 himself to all parts of England 
to get his new stock. At present he 
has a man hunting in the Shetland 
Islands for a butterfly to be found 
only in that locality.

Four years ago Mr. M. M. Marshall, |

During his sub-freshman year Mr. 
Marshall attended closely to his stud- 
les, preparatory to entering freshman 
the following year. He did find time, 
however, to purchase, grade down anid 
sell to Emory college the lot on which 
‘Allen Memorial church now stands. 

Bays and Sells Land. 

In his freshman year, in addition to 
carrying on his college work, Mr. Mar- 
ehel] purchased twenty-five acres of 
Jand between Oxford and Covington, 
graded it, laid off streets and side- 
walks, divided it into forty-elght lots 
and sold all of them, clearing enough 
to build a $2,900 residence. live 
houses have been built on lots sold by 
Mr. Marsall, and five other houses on 
edjacent lots, or on streets opened by 
him. 

During the vacation between fresh- 
man and sophomore years, Mr. Marshall 
Gid a $19,000 job of grading and pav- 
dng in Macon for the Central of Geor- 
gia railroad. 

During his sophomore vear Mr. Mar- 
ghal) attended to his college duties and 
erected his pretty 2,000 cottage on 
Maygood street.

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CONVENTION TO DISCUSS. 
IMPROVEMENT OF i.iVERS 
Macon, Ga, September 7.—(Special.) 
The Macon freight and traffic bureau 
has issued a call for a convention to 
discuss the improvement of the Oc- 
mulgee, Oconee and Altamaha rivers, to 
be held in this city September 26. No- 
tice of the meeting has ben sent to 
the .commercial bodies at Brunswick, 
Dublin, Darien, Hawkinsville and other 


towns along the three rivers, and each 
is asked to have a delegation present 
at the meeting. It is the intention to 
name a committee to work for a larger 
appropriation to be used in the im- 
provement of the river system. At the 
present time the government only gives 
$40,000 a year for the work, but it is 
contended that not less than $120,000 a 
year for five years is needed to give 
a four-foot channel the year round 
from Macon to the sea. This, it is said, 
would make river navigation possible, 
and would do much to control freight 
rate charges. 

At the present time owrk is in 
progress dredging the river for a lfis- 
tance of ten miles below Macon.

SELLING BIBLES 
HAZARDOUS HERE 


London, September 7.—Anybody in 
the United States who is bored with 
his humdrum existence and yearns for 
a life of adventure can get it—and 
then some—by crossing the Atlantic 
and becoming a» “colporteur.” This 
name, which is French for hawker 
Or vendor, is the one that ts officially 
Siven to the agents in Europe, and 
other parts of the world of the British 
and foreign Bible society, 
ently these “colporteurs,” 
ness is to distribute the 
have as lively a time as 
recKless daredevil could wish. There 
are no actual casualties, it is true, 
this year’s record of thelr adventures 
in many corners of the globe, but a 
lot of them have had close calls from 
wild men and beasts, and others have 
suffered hardships and come in for 
experiences which are as fantastic as 
novelist ever invented. 

Brigands and blizzards, tigers and 
terrorists, snakes and socialists are 
among their enemies. One would not 
expect to find the selling of Bibles 
resented in any part of Europe, yet 
a score or more of instances are re- 
corded where this, and no more, nearly 
cost a “colporteur’” his Hfe. One of 
them tells how, near Vienna, he was 
“times without number” insulted and 
spat at, and once flung, with his 
satchel, into a ditch, by social demo- 
crats. In Trent, in the Tyrol, another 
of these sellers of Bibles was kid- 
naped and imprisoned in the baek 
Kitchen of. a house where his Bibles 
were burnt before his eyes. His per- 
secutors told him the same fate would 
be meted out to thhim, and a “raging 
fanatic’”’ was about to fall on him 
with an ax when the police burst in 
and rescued him. Many have dogs 
set on them, are pelted with stones 
and vegetables and find their work 
described in the papers as “spreading 
cancer among the people.” One of 
them reports being set on’ by a burly 
plum'ber, armed with a file, and an- 
Other being attacked “with great hos- 
tility’ by a fanatical populace armed 
with rakes, sticks and stones. Car- 
bineers afterward had to protect the 
house where this man got a fev’ hours 
indifferent rest 

Mere Fleabites. 

These things, however, are mere flea- 
bites compared to the adventures that 
befall “colporteurs” in different parts 
of Asia. The story of one of them 
might have come straight out of the 
“Arabian Nights.” In Persia, this 
Bible dealer, whose name is Yonan, 
fell into the clutches of a robber band, 
and nothing but the appearance on the 
scené of a masterful telégraph official 
saved his life. No more was he out 
of this scrape than he was arrested 
in Kurdestan, because he happened to 
bear the same name as an Armenian 
revolutionist. “As the Lord liveth,” 
he wrote to the society, “there was 
but a step between me and death.”’ 
However, a Chaldean priest intervened, 
and the brother of the ex-shah into 
whose presence the quaking man had 
been brought first offered him, as an 
alternative to death, a post in his 
Service, and, on his refusing it, gave 
him a title with a firman making 
him a Khan. This title is “translator 
to the King,” and its possessor un- 
doubtedly tinds it pleasanter to trans- 
late than to be slated for transla- 
tion. 

In most 


the world a 
Stranger with plenty of circulating 
medium gets the gladdest of glad 
hands, but a Burmese colporteur has 
discovered a tribe who are exceedingly 
leary of travelers, and even more 
afraid of any money they may have 
about them. The people who harbor 
such remarkable antipathies are called 
Zayeins, and they reside on the. bor- 
ders of Burmah. The sight of gold or 
Silver, particularly, throws them al- 
most into a panic. It seems that once 
a neighboring King heard that there 
was gold in the land, and, when the 
Zayein elders refused to point out the 
Place, ordered the cutting off of the 
right hands of the people. One who 
wanted to be funny might remark that 
this accounts for the absence of the 
glad hand in the country, but the fact 
‘remains that the Villagers touch 
neither gold nor silver, and lead stran- 
gers Kindly but firmly across the 
frontier. “Il had,’ says the colporteuar 
thus treated as an undesirable alien,

The lot of the scriptures vendor tn 
the Old World isn’t all danger and 
hard times, however. Apparently, they 
get many a chuckle, Hike one in the 
Gironde, in western France, from whom 
an old woman bought a Bible because 
her fancy was pleased with the name 
Nathanael, which occurred in a chap- 
ter read to her. by the seller. She 
thought this a fine name, and decided 
to propose it for a grandson of hers 
who had not yet been baptized. Some 
of the colporteurs must laugh, too, at 
the queer bargains they strike. Eggs 
often: are taken In payment for Bibles, 
and, in a Roumanian village, the Good 
Book was bartered for a hen. It prov- 
ed to be such a good hen that the col- 
porteur thought he hadn't paid enough, 
so he threw in a New Testament. Onc 
Hungarian farmer paid for a Bible 
with a pig, and in a village nearby the 
gospel was taken in payment for a 
pail of water for the colporteur’s 
horse. Four yards of home-made linen 
purchased the scriptures in a Spanish 
village, a rabbit in another and a lot 
of preserved peppers in a third. An 
Arab woman in Fez insisted on giving 
her silver ring for a Bible, and in an- 
other part, of Morocco a man, too poor 
to pay in coin, cashed In with a vine, 
the inner bark of which is used locally 
in making ropes. 2

Whereas, The General Aseembly at ite session 
in 1912, proposed an amendment to the Const!- 
tution of thig State as set forth in an Act ap- 
proved July 30, 1912, to wit: 

An Act to propose to the qualified electors of 
this State an amendment to Paragraph 2, Seac- 
tion 1, Article II, of the Oonstitut on of the 
State of la, as amended by the ratifica- 
tion by the qualified voters of this State of the 
Act approved July 19, 1904, and by the Act ap- 
proved: July 31, 10906, and for other purposes:

boys feel like taking his scalp. This, I 
think, ts a big mistake, and if the 
traveling men continue to make the 
matter of securing better railroad and 
hotel facilities a question of politics, 
they will do their cause no good and 
will never secure from the rallroads 
those concessions they desire. For it 
lg largely a matter of securing con- 
cessions, as I can see no reason why 
the railroads can be compelled to is- 
sue mileage at all, to be pulled either 
at the agents’ window on or the trains. 

There is no doubt in my mind that 
the governor acted exactly as he 
thought right, and anyway, it doesn’t 
affect the salesmen’s cause, what- 
ever he has done or from what- 
ever motives he did it. 

It seems to me that the biggest kick- 
ers are those who are the governor's 
enemies on all questions, and who 
hever supported him on any question, 
for nothing he could do would be gat- 
isfactory to them. 

What the great army of the road 
really wants is better service and 
more facilities for the carrying on of 
their business, whether it be mileage- 
pulling on trains, a flat 2-cent rate, 
Or any other improvement that the 
railroads will make. Now the way to 
get this is to go after the railroads in 
a business-like way ana lay our side 
of the question before them. They 
ought to realize the amount of busi- 
ness which the traveling salesmen 
bring to them, and they should be 
perfectly wiliing to do all) in their 
power to help the boys. But let all 
this political nonsense stop. 

A traveling man is not a stump- 
speaker—he is a business man, Wilv 
can best secure the results he desires 
bv. business methods, and it is the 
only way in which he can ever hope tv 
secure any worth-while results. ‘Bo 
use an expression which is familiar 
to every man whohas ever sold a Dil!

In this day of keen competition it is 
absoiutel esential that the progress- 
ve business man shall watch every 
lepartment of his organization in or- 

: that there may be no leaks and 

-cessary expense. One point which 
considered as it should be in 
cases is the manner.in which 
shipments are specified in the 
lading. Through ignorance and 

carelessness on this point many ship- 
pers are losing considerable sums ev- 
ery month. 

The July number of System contains 
an interesting article on this question, 
which is Well worth perusal, and from 
which the following excerpts are 
taken: 

A shipment of cork carpet from Chi- 
cazo to Centerville, Iowa, weighing 
5.220 pounds, was Dilled as ‘10 pack- 
ages of cork carpet” and charged at 
the first-class rate of 68 cents per 100 
pounds But the packages were under 
i3 feet in length and were entitled to 
the second class rate of 57 cents per 
100 pounds. Because the words “under 
thirteen feet in length” were omitted 
from the bill of lading, the shipment 
was overcharged 11 cents per 100. The 
official classification makes this same 
difference in respect to oilcloth, lino- 
leum and so forth. It also provides for

it is a system whereby 


} young men who desire a technical edu- 


cation and have not the means to take 
the regular four years’ course may 
take the theoretical work in six years 
and at the same time spend half the 
time getting practical Knowledge in 
commercial shops. Each student en- 
tering for this course will be paired 
with another student, and they will 
alternate their study at college and 
their work “in the shops. While one 
student puts in a week at the shop the 
other will be in the clags room, and 
vice versa. In this way they will se- 
cure sufficient funds to meet their 
expenses and at the same time obtain 
& practical as well as a theoretical 
knowledge of the work. 

In discussing the new system Pro- 
fessor Gardner said: 

“A great many deserving young 
men in our state are not able to attend 
college without some assistance. The 
co-operative plan meets the needs of 
this type of young men pre-eminently, 
for it does not simply help him to get 
an education, but it enables him to 
work his own way through college 
and to feel independent at all times. 
Students are paid for their services 
at the shops just as other employees. 
A reasonable wage scale is maintain- 
ed by which students of ability and 
industry can constantly increase their 
earnings. In fact the wage scale does 
not apply to young men of exceptional 
ability or to those who have had 
previous shop training. ; 

“The co-operative engineering stu- 
dents must meet freshman entrance 
requirements and pay regular fees. 

“This unique plan of enabling young 
men to work out their owg salvation 
has been tried most successfully in 
some of the best institutiong of the 
north and east. Remarkable to say, a 
great many young men, even the sons 
of millionaires, have entered these 
courses, owing to the splendid prac- 
tical training they offer. The number 
of atudents in the Georgia Tech co- 
operative course will be limited strict- 
ly to thirty this year. Already over 
half of the above number of young 
men have been provided for and have 
been allotted to some of the leading 
manufacturing concerns of the city 
who have entered: heartily into this 
plan of co-operation with the Georgia 
School of Technology.”

The land is a gray pebbly 
loam with a good clay subsoll ‘with 
natural drainage, which makes it most 
desirable; being level it will not wash, 
and terraces are unheard of. You can 
buy it from $15 to $40 per acre, ac- 
cording to the improvements and dis- 
tance from town. 

Healthful Section. 

“Third. In regard to the health I 
wish to say this is certainly one among 
the most healthful sectiuns in Georgia. 
The winters are short and mild ana 
the summer heat never too intense to 
be comfortable, as there ig a cool 
breeze at all times. 

“The most serious problem that con- 
fronts us is getting our cotton picked. 
We make more than twice as much as 
We can gather; consequently we have 
to look to other sections for pickers, 
and although we pay one dollar per 
hundred and more and furnish persons 
all they can pick from now until 
Christmas, it Is hard to get ample help.

GOOD REPORT ON | 
HOME ECONOMICS 


In the general official report of ths 
recent biennial of women’s clubs in 
California, no departments of club 
work were more fully exploited than 
those making for a more widespread 
interest in home economics and the 
measures advocated by Miss Helen 
Boswell in the department of #octal 
work and industrial welfare work. 

The official report dealing with these 
topics says in part: 

“The message brought by the de- 
partment of home economics under 
the leadership of Mrs. Guldlin was one 
of the most vital of the entire conven- 
tion. Mrs. Guldlin’s report showed the 
effort of the department to dignify the 
profession of homemaking and to cor- 
relate all social and industrial activ- 
ities around this center. In the future 
the value of a man or a woman must 
be measured by thé contribution to | 
the higher ideals of the nation as 
measured by material standards. Sim- 
pler standards, more modest, reason- 
able and becoming dress was the plea 
of Mrs. Hessler, for the consideration 
of the representative women found in 
the federation. Mrs. W. E. Miller gave 
as the underlying thought in her work 
with a la?ge club of girls in South 
Bend, Ind., that those who would help 
girls must remember what all girls 
want—not deal with them as working 
Sirls, or girls of leisure, fallen giris 
or rising girls, but just girls, with 
natural desires for pleasure and beau- 
ty and future happiness, 

“Two of the measures advocated by 
Miss Boswell and the department of 
social and industrial conditions, deal 
directly with the § protection of the 
family against enforced disability of 
the husband and father. One is th 
reasonable indemnity of the workman 
or his family for injury or death 
caused by neglect of proper precau- 
tions on the part of the employer. The 
second is a protest against the pres- 
ent system of prison contract labor; 
and proposes healthful, productive, 
outdoor labor for convicts, the pro- 
ceeds beyond those consumed by the 
state to be sold at market value and 
the funds thus secured applied to the 
support of the convict’s family. Miss 
Boswell cited an instance under ex- 
isting conditions where a husband in- 
side a penitentiary was brought in 
direct and injurious competition with 
his wife outside fn the manufacture 
of women’s waists. Standardization 
of law was.advocated so that one state 
may not suffer from the unregulated 
competition of nelghboring - states. 
Miss Mary Wood urged a more careful 
study of all measures suggested for 
legislative action.”

APPLE PUDDING MISCELLANY 
By Jane Eddington. 

HE number of apple puddings are 

legion. The following recipes have 

all been chosen with care, but not 

all have been tried out within the year. 

Even s0, they are up-to-date or of 
sound tradition. 

Apple Dumpling.—The standard way 
for fixing apples for apple dumplings 
is to pare and core the fruit only, with- 
Out slicing, although many people pre- 
fer to cut it up, so as not to have to 
cook it for so long atime. The dough 
may be made after either a pie crust 
Or a biscuit formula, rolled out a littl- 
thick, and large enough to fol: 
around the apple, which must be 
Sweetened and flavored to taste, 
sometimes a bit of butter added. The 
dumplings may be baked or steamed 
or tiled loosely, each in clean pud- 
ding cloth, dropped into a closely cov- 
ered kettle of boiling water, and boiled 
for an hour or a little less. They may 


with a foaming sauce, with hard sauce 
and a little whipped cream, or other 
pudding sauce.

Brown Betties 


Are Toothsome. 

The puddings made with apple and 
bread or cracker crumbs—the brown 
betties—are perhaps the homeliest and 
plainest, but, made with care and care- 
fully baked and served with a sauce or 
plain sugar and milk: or cream, they 
are wholesome and good. A sweetened 
sauce of half cream and half milk, 
with a little nutmeg, is excellent. 
These puddings are more digestible 
than the dumplings. And if such pud- 
dings can be cooked slowly until the 
apple is red, they are especially de- 
licious. They must not’ *be too dry. 
Few or no applies are juicy enough to 
be used without extra liquid. 

Brown Betty.—Four medium sized 
apples, a cup and a half of bread 
crumbs, sugar (a cup if brown sugar 
is used), a little butter, and, for flavor- 
ing, 
all. Put a layer of bread crumbs in a 
well greased baking dish, add a layer 
of sliced or finely chopped apple, and 
sprinkle with sugar. Add bits of but- 
ter, or not, according to choice, and 
the spice. Have a layer of the finest 
bread crumbs on top, add a aalf cup 
of bolling water, 
hour in a rather slow oven, A longer 
baking will make the apple redder and

When 
baked, remove the crust, add two table- 
spoons of sugar, take out part of the 
apples, put on a crust again, and heap 
the apple taken out on the top of 
this.

Must Be Cooked 
Carefully. 


Much depends upon its being thor- 
oughly and evenly cooked. Some peo- 
ple prefer to steam instead of bake 
it, and formerly it was boiled. But 
it has'a sweetness when baked that it 
has not when cooked in some Other 
way. 

As to the constituents and _ their 
quantity, this is decidely a matter of 
taste with the maker. There are peo- 
ple who prefer to make this pudding 
with white instead of yellow cornmeal, 
but they are not persons who have any 
feeling for the indigenous quality of 
this dessert. The amount of sweeten- 
ing used depends upon taste, as do 
the spices. A bit too much spice in 
an Indian pudding makes it bitter.
